“The evil that men do lives after 
them,” ‘said the great poet, and of 
no person or business is this so true 
as the newspaper The many times 
that newspapers have given’ the 
world the first hint of big happen- 
ings are forgotten when one hoax 
ig perpetrated. 

The reported who conceived and 
sent out the false report of the 
signing of the armistice on Novem- 
ber 7, 1918, was never known by 
name to the general public, ‘but his 
work wilt not be forgotten. for a 
generation, at least. ,It was a con- 
temtptible attempt to get credit for 
a ‘‘beat,” or as it is termed in most 
newspaper offices, a “scoop,” that 
prompted the taking of that chance 
Trusting to the difference in time 
believing that—the—momentous pe- 
per would be signed before the mat: 
ter would appear in print, the item 
was sent forward. ‘There is, where 
a slip occurred, The Germgns did 
not promptly sign, end the hoaz 
was discovered. 

‘Another hoax was the report sent 
broadcast a few days ago of the 
capture of Grover Clerveland Berg- 
doll, the escaped slacker. §o0 cir- 
cumstantial wes the ‘account thar 
many papers were deluded and thou. 
sands of readers believed the deser- 
ter had been taken. The worst of 
this hoax is that it has started ‘ru- 
mors in various parts of the coun- 
try that are exceedingly detrimenta! 
to the government, especialy in 
this time of unrest. Too ready ere

This was 
notably true i: the Spanigh war, 
but later years have been no ex- 
ception, The censorship of the late 
war prevented the néwspapers from 
giving real news of the struggle, 
but so soon. as the censoraliip was 
lifted, we began to get the facte— 
and it is tot he newspapers. that we 
were first indebted for a gopy of 
the Treaty of Versailles, weeks be- 
fore it was officially relessdd, 
Being edited by humans, news- 
papers make mistakes, byt you 
make no mistake to rely upg them.

In some of the gardening sectiong 
of the country as high as 30 per 
cent and in some cascs almost 40 
per cent of a given crap may be 
left to rot in the field because it 
cannot be merketed at a profit, yet 
the people of the cities are in real 
need of that food. This is espa 
cially true of perishable fruits and 
vegetables, 

Farmers take their produce to 
town where the ‘buyers, usually in 
combination, offer what they choose, 
and the seller can take it or go 
home. In the fatter case, of course, 
he loses all. If he sellg at the 
buyer’s price, the latter puts it 
on the market to the consumer, 
often at two hundred per cent over 
th price: paid. 

Our state and national agricul- 
tural departments could not do bet- 
ter than to turn their attention to 
a& practical solution of a problem 
which is much more important than 
to produce more crops, when the 
producer cannot sell what is already 
produced. ;

State Board Warns 
Against Prevalence 
Of Whooping Cough 


Reports of the widespread prev- 
lence of whooping cough come to 
the State Board of Health from 
many sources, although the reports 
received from health officers do not 
show any very great increase, It {s 
important that cases of whooping 
cough be reported, as required by 
law, and health officers shou'd take 
steps to secure such reports from 
physicians who may be dilatory in 
the matter. 

This disease is one of the most 
ser'ous diseases of childhood, and 
miliary tuberculosis more often fol- 
lows whooping cough than any other 
communicable disease that is com- 
monly found among young child- 
ren; and as a predisposing factor In 
general tuberculosis whooping cough 
{s second only to measles. All ch'l- 
dren, but especially very young 
children, shonld be protected from 
this disease. ‘Most deaths from 
whooping cough ‘occur during the 
first year of life. 

Because of the fact that the dis- 
ease may be communicated during 
its late stages and during conva- 
lescence it is partioularly d'fficult 
to control. Every case of the dis- 
ease should be promptly isolated. It 
is impossible for the health officer 
to take control of all cases, because 
in many families in which cases may 
occur, physicians are not called. 
Public health nurses learn of many 
such cases and are able to give to 
the health officers reports of many 
cases that might otherwise escape 
thei® attention. Children should be 
guarded against whooping cough as 
zealousiy as against d'phtherie, 
scarlet fever, small] pox, or any other 
communicable disease, It is much 
More dangerous than any one of 
them.
